Strategy 
t T was a master-stroke, selecting 
* Ephesus as a base of operations. 
It made possible the rapid spread 
of the Christian faith into the prov­ 
ince of Asia. The decision to plant 
a church there had been matched 
by 
other 
strategic decisions 
in 
Christian history since then. One 
of these was founding the church 
in Rome. That was an even greater 
city and capital than Ephesus, and 
it has lasted much longer. 
If the Christian church had 
been content to be provincial, 
all right for the smaller towns 
but afraid to tackle the big 
ones, if the early church had 
feared to seat itself in Rome, 
the whole history of Europe 
would have been different. 
When the Roman Empire crumb­ 
led, as in time it did, the church 
rose on its ruins and took its place 
as the great civilizer of Europe, 
the strong force that kept a con­ 
tinent from decay for nearly a 
thousand years.• • • 
Oar Ancestors

ROM THE DAYS of the early 
Roman church there comes a 
well-known story which may be 
true. In the slave market at Rome 
the 
Pope 
saw 
some 
handsome 
small boys, whiter than the aver­ 
age Roman, for sale. Who are you? 
he asked. “Angli,” they said—Ang­ 
les, from far-off marshes along 
the North Sea. No, smiled the 
Pope, who was a bit of a punster, 
you are too good looking for that; 
“Non Angli sed Angeli,” not Angles 
but Angels. 
Anyway, the church did send 
some 
missionaries 
to 
far-away 
Anglia and elsewhere in Northern 
Europe. It turned out to be another 
strategic base of operations. Even­ 
tually France and Germany and 
England and the other countries in 
that part of the world were con­ 
verted to Christianity. 
The time 
came when those very nations took 
the lead in moving into the rest of 
the world, into the western hemi­ 
sphere, 
“down 
under” 
to 
Aus­ 
tralia, even into Africa.

they went, they carried their relig­ 
ion with them. 
Suppose the church had not 
thought our ancestors worth 
converting? 
Suppose

the 
colonizing movements of the

It is not mere racial pride to say 
that the sending of missionaries to 
those savage peoples of northern 
Europe was one of the most stra­ 
tegic moves ever made by the 
Christian church.

HE CHU UCH nab not always 
been 
smart. 
Sometimes 
we 
have missed the boat. There have 
been strategic centers we might 
have occupied—and did not. 
There was a time, for instance, 
when Russia, that mighty nation, 
was open to Christian teaching. 
Many who* knew that country were 
saying about 1918 that it was pos­ 
sible to 
capture that 
land for 
Christ. But the Christian church 
was little interested . . . and now 
whatever Christianity is there has 
to stay underground. 
Farther east, our own Gen­ 
eral MacArthur bas been call­ 
ing for missionaries to Japan, 
thousands of them. 
J-nan is 
wide open to Gospel today as 
■ever before. But where are 
the missionaries? Going over 
In driblets.

Temperature is the most impor­ 
tant limiting factor in all outdoor 
horticultural activities. Soil can be 
improved, water can bt supplied 
artiflcally. But planters are at the 
mercy of the temperature. 
A key-day in the spring, which 
governs all operations, is the date 
when in your locality it becomes 
relatively safe to set out tender 
plants. In other words, the frost­ 
proof date. This does not mark the 
beginning of gardening, because 
seeds of hardy vegetables can be 
sown as soon as the ground has 
thawed out and become dry enough 
to work. This is usually 30 days 
before the frost-proof date. 
The term frost-proof, moreover, 
is hardly correct. The weather is 
too uncertain for that. There is al­ 
ways the chance that in an excep­ 
tional year, a frost will occur long 
after the average time and many 
tender things will be nipped. But 
some risk must always be accepted 
in gardening. 
On the basis of long experience, 
the weather bureau has prepared a 
map which divides the country into 


zones, and established for each so*6 
a date on which the chances S te ISL 
to I against a killing frost 
ring in the spring. The map 
panics this discussion. Look up you* 
location and talk to your garden!** 
neighbors about their practice. Mid 
you will And it easy to decide on th* 
date to accept as safe from treat ft* 
your garden, 
Of course some years you may 
win with a long-shot and get a craft 
from an early planting of a Unde* 
crop because of an exceptionally 
warm spring. If you want to figure 
the odds against this kind of thane* 
taking, you may estimate that til* 
risk of losing tender plants is ex­ 
actly doubled, when they are set oui 
two weeks before the frosV-preei 
date. 
There is nothing to be gained^ 
moreover, by taking this risk with 
plants which have been started In­ 
doors. since they may be seriously 
injured by a hard frost which does 
not kill them, and always do beet 
when they continue growing without 
a check

Ninety-six pigs raised to weaning 
age is the remarkable new record 
of America’s- champion production 
sow. She is Ringold Lady Dora, a 
purebred 
Hampshire 
owned 
by 
Meadowlark Farms, Inc. of Sulli­ 
van, Indiana, and the only sow of 
any breed to qualify for an 8th 
star in production registry books. 
The champion chalked up her 
new record this spring when she 
raised a litter of IO pigs, nine of 
them eligible for registration, to 
weigh 447 pounds at weaning time, 
56 days. 
To qualify for production regis­ 
try, conducted by the purebred 
associations, a sow must raise a 
litter of at least eight pigs to a 
minimum weight of 320 pounds 
within 56 days. They must be ap­ 
proved breed type, free from fault

Besides her 
eight litters which qualified for 
production registry, this sow has 
raised another 15 pigs in two litters 
which failed to qualify, or a total 
of 96 pigs since her first litter was 
farrowed in September, 1944. 
According to U. S. department of 
agriculture reports, the national 
average is less than 6.3 pigs per 
litter raised to weaning age. It 
would take more than average lit­ 
ters to equal in numbers of pigs 
raised to weaning age what Rin­ 
gold Lady Dora raised in her eight 
qualifying litters. 
Worth of her litters was oroven 
recently when her sixth qualifying 
litter (farrowed February 13. 1943) 
consisting of seven boars and three 
gilts, was sold for a total of $4,365.

A supremely selfish person can­ 
not be a Christian. Love is will­ 
ing to sacrifice for its object, 
and if we are not willing 
to 
sacrifice for the service of God 
we do not love Him. Do you 
know what Paul says about the 
lack of love? ‘‘If any man love 
not the Lord Jesus Christ, let 


him be accursed,” And 
Jesus 
said. ‘‘If any man would be my 
disciple, let him deny bimse.f, 
and take up his cross, and fol­ 
low me.” That 
simly 
means 
that we are to say no to self, 
and yes to Jesus, and if we love 
Him we well. 
Do you know what sent the 
rich man to hell ? He 
said, 
“Soul, thou has much goods laid 
up for many years, take thine 
ease, eat, driijk, and be m erry.” 
He wasn’t a bad man, was he.’ 
All that was the m atter with 
him was, he loved ease and sel­ 
fish pleasure 
more 
than he 
loved God. He preferred lying 
in bed Sunday morning to get- 
geting up and going to church 
and Sunday School. When 
he 
natl to cnoose between going to 
a foot ball game and going to 
prayer meeting, he went to the 
foot ball game.

That was in 1871 and by the 
time she was old enough to re­ 
member, she had been shuffled 
from cabin to cabin as the pio­ 
neers banded together to fight 
off each redskin raid. Decatur, 
her home, then was an outpost 
of civilization. 
One of her earliest recollec­ 
tions is making her way with 
a Mrs. Jane Wallace to 
stay 
with a Mrs. Blewett while R. T. 
Rieger, her father and county 
judge, went off to intercept the 
Indians. On that occasion Mrs. 
Robinson’s elder sister. 
Sarah, 
took a crying spell. Mrs. W al­ 
lace, afraid for the 
safety of 
the 
youngsters, 
stuffed 
the 
girl’s mouth with a towel. 
It was an effective 
remedy 
and one Mrs. Robinson 
thinks 
might find its place in today’s 
scheme of things. 


W inchester by Bed 
Later Mrs. Robinson can re­ 
member her father sleeping un- 
J der the Paradise trees in their 
yard, his W inchester slung in 
its scabbard by the foot of his 
bed. The Rieger home was four 
miles north of Decatur.

birthday. She hadn’t any good

tive black walnut trees. Rough 
land unsuited for crop produc­ 
tion, she 
believes, 
could 
be 
made more attractive and pro­ 
fitable if it were used to pro­ 
duce walnut timber. 


The black 
walnut is 
well 


adapted in all sections of the 
state. It thrives under 
Irriga­ 
tion in West Texas and 
will 
grow slowly in areas of 15 to 18 
inches of rainfall per year. It 
does best on deep, rich, moist 
soil but 
will thrive in 
other 
soils if fertilizer and moisture 
are supplied.
